THE ARRESTS. 
STREET RUMORS AS TO THEIR CAUSE, 

The arrests made Fiiday were, of course, 8 
fruitful theme of conversation yesterday all over 
the city, and among all classes of citizens, both 
highaod low.

Tux Taisune to-day, vas the true one. 

MR. FESING’S STATEMENT, 

printed in his own paper yesterday moruing. 
was substantially to the effect that he had loan 
ed money ufona distillery, and had taken ag 
cvliate:al, or as payment in fuil, certain stock in 
that distillery, which the Government officials 
alleged bad been at that time or thereafter 
run crookedly. It is said by some that 
the fact that he stated this as the probable rea- 
son is one of the best causes for disbelief, in 
other words, that the reason which he aljeges is 
not at all likeiy to be the one on which Col. 
Matthews’ affidavit was founded. The most pop- 
ular behef is, that the cause wich led to the ar- 
rest of Hesing was also the cause which led to 
that of Millerand Rehm. And while this story:

Offices of gift and profit substantially in their.

DWARFED IN SUCH AN ATMOSPHERE. 

There are comparatively few people of the 
large cities who bave the love of a country- 
home in their hearts, owing to what they con- 
sider its isolation. There is no ‘society ” 
there. They depend on others for their daily 
quota of happiness, and do not think of draw- 
ing on themselves. This is nationally charac- 
teristic of bo:h rich and poor. The rich man 
builds or buys a fine house ina group of other 
fine houses at the springs or the seaside, in the 
midst of a crowd of his fellows; the 
buys a tevement in a row of other tenements, or 
goes into the cheap boarding-house. There does 
not seem to be sufficient individuality in either 
to stand solidiy and reliantly on his own legs. 

The money which a family epends in three or 
four seasons of Newport or Saratoga would buy 
a homestead within # hundred miles of Man- 
battan Jaland, which, as aueducator of manhood 
and womanhood, would be

Children would grow up with the trees and be- 
come patural like them, instead of the poor 

e which one 80 often sees in society.” 
Family-ties would become stronger, as well as 
home-virtues. — ~ -.. 

The first step of the woman who desires to go 
out of the routinary orniere is to make herself 
independent, as far as may be, in regard to the 
material wants of life. e sense of freedom 
thus conferred in a self-respecting persou is a 
source ef much enjoyment, The first move in 
this diyection is the practice of economy until it 
becomes a habit. Next comes an acquaintance 
witn the ordinary details of domestic life, and a 
habit of depending on herself for primary wants, 
such af the preparation of her food and the - 
ing of her raiment. The woman who can coo 
her own food, make a robe and a bonnet, has 
already accomplished most of the journey whith 
leads to independence. 

There is an idea of drudgery and want of 
cleanlifiess often associated in the mind with the 
pre ition ef food, which comes from ng 
people do it who are coarse and ignorant, e 
sight of a little French interior

In adyelling of two rooms and a diminutive 
kitcheh, the housewife will perform all the duties 
ot the household without help for herself and 
mate, aud remain tidy and attractive through it 
all. She will make the raiment with which she 
is clothed; and, in addition, will work at lace, 
artificial flowers, or what pot, to coutribute to 
the family purse. If she be alone in the worid, 
with each accomplishments her independence 1s 
In that case, one room and 
ithe kitchen of 4-by-5 suffice. In the small 
piece, the cockiug is done in the daintiest 
and clégnliest manner; the other room serves as 
dingt room, bed-chamber, and drawiug-room, 
and captains nothing to offend the eye or the 
nose. At the window of this well-kept room the 
inmate) works at ber calling. She 1s poor, but 
there ids no misery in sight; on the contrary, a 
canary-bird pleases the ear with its song, aud a 
pot of flowers gratities the sight. She is plainly 
clad, ut in nothing that offends the eye of an 
artist.

More, if the gastro- 
nomie traditſous of France may be credited, 
women sometimes ruled the State through their 
knowlédge of the kitchen. 

A few years ago, the worthy Prof. Blot en- 
deavored to create good bousewives, but the 
hour and the man did not come together; for, 
when he strove to turn womeu’s thoughts kitch- 
enward, their ears were deaf. His effort was 
made in the era of financial plethora, shen the 
idea of Women was in spendi''g money instead 
of saving it, and big wise counsels were unneed- 
ed. The fo:eranner of the hygienic and eco- 
nomical cuisine held sloft a loaf of wholesome 


bread, saving it was the foundation of human - 


happiness; the women tittei ed, and yet it was 
true. With the enthusiasm of a reformer, 
he offéred to teach women how to turn dyspep- 
tic stomachd into healthy ones., and consequent- 
ly miserable busbands and fathers into members 
of a happy family. Again the women littered, 
and coutinued to titter until the apostie of the 
kitchen, finding that bis glad tidings fell on ears 
thut did not understand, became discouraged 
and withdrew into obscurity, whitherafew of 
the faithful followed him; but even these aban- 
doned him after a time, and then he died,

A SHOW-BUSINESS. 


She is put, forward in the lyceums to 
recite her wrongs and claim her 
nghts,—into couanty-fairs to con- 


tend for ridiculous premiums, such as the long- 
est hair, the greatest stature, and the largest 
baby. It may be safely assumed that modest 
and industrious women can never be trained in 
this pray. In a word, they should never be 
taught to abandon that puritg and unobtrusive- 
ness of manner which is the natural attribute of 
their sex. This modesty of demeanor and of 
dress is the chief charm of attractive Nomen; 
and forward manners, massive chains and brace- 
lets, and robes of glaring color, are an abomina- 
tion in the sight of the true man. ‘To this the 
women of our set.” may observe that they do 
not wear such things; but, whether they do or 
not, these gewgaws must still be considered as 
national ornaments, for they are met at every 
turn. But there isa growing custom which is 
worse than that of wearing jewelry : 
FACE-PAINTING, — 

faces painted to hard, unnatural white and rose 
tints, and eyes that are koheled. ‘These are the 
characteristics of awoman that shall be name- 
less ; but many thus equipped are comprised in 
the category of hooest women, and would re- 
sent being taken for what they appear to be, 
with that indignation of which the virtuous per- 
son is supposed to be always fully supplied. 

Paint is not confined to the matured and ma- 
turing beauties who dre doubling the critical 
capes of the 3078 and the 40's, but is reaching 
the faces of the young women. This painting of 
‘the lily is matter of regret; for the American 
woman is known in ali civilized lands for the 
beauty of her eomplexion,—the delicate nuance 
of it being recognized in the term of “the 
American tint.” To move away from the artist- 
ic side and look on the moral one, it appears 
still worse. Ten or fifteen years ago, the calling 
of a woman who wore a painted visage was un- 
doubted ; it was to 4 certain extent the sign of 
ber commerce, and there are yet old-fashioned 
people whe judge a painted face with the eyes 
of the past. ‘ 

The motive which leads her to this lavish use 
of color is, of course, that she may become 
beautiful; and, if she really did become go, no 
objection might be made, at least from an ar- 
tistic’point of view. But her mistake is radical ; 

SHE DOES NOT BECOME 80. 

Viewed as au object of art, she is unlovely to 
look upov,—utterly unkissable, and the oscula- 
tory test is supreme. 

it is more or less a matter of indifference to 
man that the ugly woman should be given over 
to such a practice, for she may not be saved in 
an mecthetic sense; but when the young woman, 
endowed by Nature with a pure skin, resorts to 
it. be is moved tocommireration and regret. He 
is wounded in his national pride; for European 
fingers bave pointed to the complexion of Coſum- 
bia’s daughter as something unattaiuable to her 
sisters across the sea. The roses are too red on the 
british cheeks or the übe is too rough; there is 
lack of clearness in the French skin, and that of 
the Italian is too sallow. Remarkabie purity and 
delicacy belong alone to the typical American 
girl ; aud these characteriatics will continue to 
ve bers if she will avoid the vandali¢c paint-box 
and kobel-pencils. The first artist of the world 
bas already drawn her with bis gracious lines 
and painted her with his beautiful colors, and 
his name is Nature. 

THE QUESTION OF CASTE 

is one of the most important with woman, and 
she causes beiself much useless pam about it. 
If a proposition were made to one in straitened 
circumstances, yet within the pale that shuts 
Ott the not nice/’ wistera, to iphabit a comfort- 
able apartment, containing resources in music, 


readivug, äod painting, and to sit at 
a well-garmehed table, provided she 
would put out a sigu to inferm the 


public that sbe worked for a living, she would 
probably refuse, the refusal being backed with 
words somewhat curily spoken. It is, of course. 
the effect of the work on the mind of the social 
world which renders her so averse toit. II, 
hen in want. ene could do the work without 
possibility of its Leing kuown, she wouid giadiv 
do it, but would oiten soouer siarVe.thau pub- 
lah it to the worla. 

Every woman ought to be snfficiently skilled 
in sowe trade or profession to 

MAKE A LIVING, 

however rich her huebaud or father may be, 
pe ticularly in América, where viscissituaes of 
fortuve ae more frequent than elsewhere. To 
this end, after the gul has attaned her lith 
year, or sooner, @ special calling should be 


selected for which she has an aptitude, and be 


diligently pursued until mastered. If ber mind 
be of a high order, the fields of art and science 
are wide, and oder particular departments for 
the exercise of particular talents. 
IN LITERATURE 

the woman bas already dove mach, as shown in 
the wagk of such women as Missa Tbackeray, 
Mrs. Edwa:ds, Mise Braddon, Miss Elot, Mrs. 
Stowe, Mme. Sand, Th. Bentzon, and otheis who 
furnish more than half the novels of the day. 
She contributes ber sbare to the magazines and 
weekly jouruals, showing as much aptiiude 
therefor de ibe man. In painting, she is ratuer 
behind in the Evylisb-speasing countries; but, 
in Fiance the woman has made moré progress, 
and it may be reasonably expected that the 
womat here will follow in her footsteps. The 
field for drawing hae been widenlwg in America 
duriog the last few years, and begins. to offer 
advantages to the woman who has a taste in this 
direction. As usual in art-matters, we have 
drawn op the Old World to supply the demand 
in illustrated, magazines and newspapers, which 
should be tzupplied here. Where the woman 
does not possess suflicient talent to succeed in 
this, she might apply herself profitably to wood- 
eugraving, which requires little more than per- 
Beverance and delicacy of touch. 

Two of the most profitable callings ars chiefly 
in the hands of foreiguers.— 

BONNET AND DRESSMAKING. 

Here, as in everything else where taste and man- 
ual dexterity are required, the Freuchwoman, 
according to the common opinion, su:passes all 
otbers. This is owing in some measure to thé 
fact that a more cultivated Class of women en- 
gage in the business in Fiance than bere. The 
principal fault iu the American seamstress seems 
to be that she settles down fo seuseless servile 
labor. aud does not strive to educate herself up 
to the requirement of her occupation. Such a 
one is employed and directed by her French sie- 
ter, Who is continually exercising her mind with 
the questions of taste and profit. 

The profession of keeping accounts is one for 
which woman seems to be weil adapted, and, 
in the era of economy through which we are 
now passing, the merchaut and manufac. 
turer will probably fiud it to their interest 
to employ ber. She is well fitted for the 
duties of sejling at retailin the dry goods, va- 
riety, lace, and jewelry shops, in which she 
ia engaged, but not to the extent that 
she might be. The woman finds, work in the 
priuting houses, but under discouragement from 
the trades-unions ; indeed, these male organi- 
zations baye thrown obstacles in ber way iu 
other directions. Sbé has shown herself a skill- 
ful telegraphic operator, and might also be a 
good stehographer if she made the effort. 


éWatcomaking is a trade for which she is es- 
peciaily adapted, yet comparatively few are en- 
gaged in it. 


OTHER CRAFTS 
suggest themselves in which women might do 
well; suchas the making of lace, embroidery, 
curtains, locks, keys, brushes, silk; «pinning in 
cotton and wool; cuttingin silver; working in 
polished steel, patent leather, artificial teeth, 
crystal ; carving in wood ; manufacturing per- 
fumery; operating sewing-machines; and 
painting porcelain. These professions are fol- 
lowed by women in Europe, with success, at a 
moderate remuneration, bat which would, of 
course, be more profitable im the United States, 
where labor is bigner. 

Since men iil shave or have themselves 
shaved, the doing of it might better be confided 
to the woman than the man, on account of the 
delicacy of ber hands and softness of touch. 
Her appearance as a barber would probably cre- 
ate some masculine merriment, which in the end 
would die away io silent satisfaction. 

Her gentleness renders ber efficient as

Jobn Stuart Mill sive that 
‘‘The things io which man most excels woman 
are those which require most plodding and long 
hammering at single thouahts;“ but there seems 
to be no especial reason why it should be so in 
professions where the endowments of the woman 
are equal to thoge of the man, and where her 
physical characteristics are not an obstacle to 
their porsuit.

There are few men who coul 
do as m The mare has the swiftness and 
endurance of the horse; and, if the woman were 
permitted to enjoy the natural advantages of the 
man, in training, pastime, and work, she would 
not lag much behind nim.

THE SALESWOMEN IN THE SHOPS, 

asers of their own sex, to the effect 
that they are lacking in politeness to ladies com- 
pared to the en. That both sexes, in this 
de t of work, are wanting in this respect, 
is protably true, but the women are hardly more 
vo than the men. There are establishments 
where both men and women are civil and atten- 
tiye as may be desired, which, regretful to state, 
comes from instructions so strict that any dere- 
liction therefrom is eqrivalent to dismissal. 
This is 4 question of money, for the émployer 
knows that politeness augments his business. 
Indéed, it is a matter of such imbortanes that it 
is difficult to und how ab employer per- 
mits any other eourse in those who sell his 
wares. In some women as well as men there 4 
a stubborn resistance to that civility ih wo 
and gesture necessary in the sale of goods, 
which arises from the notion that to be thus is 
to be servile.

India. 


His Hostile Operations Against Ele- 
phants in Ceylon. 


| Dispatches to Lon don Times. 

Manas, Dec. 11.—Tne Prince of Wales landed 
at Tuticorin at 8.40, where he had an énthusi- 
astio reception. ‘The landing-place and tows 
were very prettily decorated, and a number of 
presents from the Chiefs were offered. 

The first train that ever has run on the Sonth 
India Railway was started. Dr. Calds ell pre- 
sented an address from the Tinnevelly Chris- 
tiabs, and 6,000 natives sabg & number of hymps. 

Madura was reached at 5:30, and 60,000 pso- 
ple were assembled to welcome the Prince. The 
eight was remarkable, aod the greatest enthu- 
siasm was displayed, all the peopie of the coun- 
try having apparently come to cheer their ilius- 
trious visitor. But they were not very well 
able to recognize nim, as he wore no distinctive 
uniform. 

At every station the Chiefy of the district bad 
assembled. The streets of Madura were hand- 
somely decorated, and a Guard of Honor of 
the Nineteenth Madras Sepoys was at the rail- 
way~-station, aud one of the Eighty-ninth Regi- 
ment at headquarters.

THE MANUFACTURES AND GENERAL BUSI- 
NESS OF CHICAGO, 

The reader who has examined, or who will 
examine, the review of the trade and com- 
merce of Chicago, published in Tux Tarsuns 
yesterday, will notice that the growth of our 
commerce, while it has been large, has been 
steady and regular. Its growth has been so 
much the result of inevitable laws that the 
most adverse calam ties have never inter- 
rupted, weakened, or destroyed it. 

The aggregate sales at wholesale in Chicago, 
during 1875, were $657,000,000. No city of 


equal population, old or young, in Europe or 
the United States, can show such an immense 


trade ina single year. To our own people, 
who are accustomed to activity and bustle, 
the last year has seemed one of depression; 
in other cities it has been a season of actual 
Yet none of those cities have 
been afflicted as Chicago has been. Four 
years ago, the savings and capital 
of the city were annihilated in a 
night.” All that was left of the ac 
cumulated wealth of the city,—the active 
capital with which business was done,—was 
the bare ground on which the city had stood, 
and a few foundations, and the fragments of 
materials of which the city had been built. 
Chicago had, therefore, to begin a new life ; 
to start. afresh, without money and without 
buildings. In the period that has elapsed the 
merchants and manufacturers of this city 


have had their labor, their credit, and their 


capital crippled with the imperative necessity 
for rebuilding the city; of furnishing stores 
and warehouses for business, and dwellings 
for themselves and families. Following this 
dire calamity was the financial disaster of 
1873, which in a few weeks swept away the 
assumed wealth of thousands, destroyed 
sources of income, and left many branches 
of active business crushed and overwheimed 
with debt. Out of the wreck of the panic 
Chicago was the first to emerge. 
Her business resumed, and the record 
of 1873 and 1874 showed that even during 
those years of general stagnation the growth 


| of our trade and manufactures had been as 


reguiar as in previous years, when prosperity 
was general. The fire itself;—the destruc- 
tion of so many millions of capital,—did not 
destroy the trade, reduce the production, or 
weaken the activity of Chicago. Though 
there is no record of the business of 1871, 
that of 1872 shows a gain over 1870 of the 
general average of two years’ successful 
business. Weighted with calamities, taxed 
with the extraordinary expenditure required 
to rebuild the city on a largely increased 
plan and in a more durable and costly style, 
the trade and production of Chicago have not 
been interrup but the increase has gone 
‘on as if no fire ever taken place and no 
financial panic had crushed the business of 
wide-extended portions of the country. 
From this we may judge of the stability of 
ghe growth and the enduring character of the 
commerce which finds its natural centre in 
this city. 

Another striking lesson taught by these 
tables is the success which has attended all 
branches of manufacture in Chicago, and that 
not one of them owes its success to the laws 
which have for their excuse the pretext of 
protecting manufactures. Let us look at 
their character. First. are the various manu- 
factures of commercial products falling un- 
der the head of provisions,—pork and beef, 
lard, tallow, grease, and other articles; then 
follo agricultural implements, cars, bridges, 
and Other articles made of iron and wood, 
manufactures in Wood, mannfactures of all 
kinds of building material, tunnels, sewers, 
and buildings, manufactures of leather, gas, 
chemi varnish, lead, soap, oil, etc., cigars 
and tobacco, printing and printing materials, 
clothing, flax, lime, watches, glassware,.inks, 
brushes, buttons, and the whole range given 
in the long list enumerated. To these are to 
be added the iron and steel manufactures, em- 
bracing every description of goods, from steel 
rails to files. There is not a branch of manu- 
facturein successful operation here which is 
not injured, rather than promoted, by the 
heavy taxes levied nominally for their pro- 
tection. The only line of production which 
can make a claim to baving a benefit from 
protective taxes is that of iron and steel, 


and within the last two years American man- 


ufacturers of iron and steel have had an in- 


creasing export trade in these. Despite che 


can produsers of iron and steel have been 
able to sell their goods on foreign soil in sue- 
cessful competition with other nations. 

In the list of the metal manufactures 
which are prospering in this city there is not 
one which is in the least encouraged or fos- 
tered by protection, and not one which 


would not be greatly aided by the removal of 


the onerous protective tax, which by reduo- 
ing the purchasing means of the people re- 
duces consumption, and by increasing the 
cost of living increases the cost of produc- 
tion. If relieved of this taxation, all these 
lines of manufacture would increase their 
production, give employment to more per- 
sons, add to’ personal and general wealth, 
and thus remove the great evil of willing 
hands unable to obtain work. 

This condition of manufactures in Chicago 
is equally true of manufactures elsewhere. 
Those which are unprotected flourish and 
prosper, while those for which the law im- 
poses heavy taxation languish and perish un- 
der the protective armor they have to sup- 
port. The emancipation of mannfactures 
from the crushing weight of protective taxa- 
tion would not only revive industry in all 
parts of the land, but would utilize the in- 
exhaustible supplies of raw material, give 
work and wages to unemployed labor, and 
make the United States the great workshop, 
as itis the granary, for other lands. During 
the year just closed, the unprotected manu- 
factures of this city have increased the num- 
ber of establishments to 1,849, against 1, C29 
in 1874; the number of hands to 56,355, 
against 52,007; the eggregate wages to 628, 
452,580, against $26,446,000; the capital em- 
ployed to $68,469,000, from $65,223.000 ; and 
the value of the product to $175,626,820, 
notwithstanding the decline in prices, against 
$163,634,000 in 1874. These resulta have 
been achieved notwithstanding the strong 
and oppressive obstacles placed in their way 
by the protective tariff.

The callers were as nunierous as 
the leaves in Vallambrosa, and the number 
of ladies who received was quite as nu- 
merous as ever. Some young gentlemen 
were tired at night, but the number was 
few, and the temperancé agitators will have 
little fault to find with the ladies.

Every one was commencing the 
New Year with courage, and looking forward 
with hopefulness to a successful and busy 
year, notwithstanding the great fires and 
financial discouragements of the retro- 
spect, and Secretary Bristow’s thunder- 
bolts of the presont, which are strik- 
ing in unexpected quarters. The so- 
cial aspects also were encouraging. The 
ladies entertained their friend right royally.

THE DEFENSE OF ENGLAND FROM INVA- 


Ominons utterances on the Continent to 
the effect that a nation wishing to seize Hin- 
dostan would find the shortest road to that 
country by crossing the Channel and occupy- 
ing London have waked up the English mili- 
tary authorities. The English people. have 
also waked up, and since Col. Cn pub- 
lished his anonymous pamphlot, The Bat- 
tles of Dorking,” and showed therein how 
easy a German conquest of Great Britain 
would be, a plan for effective defense against 
an invading army has been prepared. Its 
main features are naturally those of the German 
system. Heretofore there has been nothing 
worthy the name of a system in English army 
administration. There have been many iso- 
lated batteries and battalions, but no pro- 
visions for brigades, corps, and divisions, no 
arrangements for the speedy and sufficient 
supply of arms and stores, no transport 
trains, no points of concentration, and no eet 
of staff officers. The plan now being carried 
out divides the country into eight districts, 
to each of which a corps of 36,228 men, with 
10,585 horses, 1,410 carriages, and 90 
guns, is allotted. The eight corps, with 
the permanent garrisons, will number 
nearly 300,000 effective soldiers. In case 
of threatened invasion, a few tele- 
grams will bring the whole force into 
the field. The rendezyous of each corps is 
connected by rail and wire with those of the 
rest. Each can be bronght within a few 
hours to any point on the coast. It is thought 
that such a force of 300,000 men of all arms, 
thus concentrated, will be amply sufficient to 
prevent the landing of an enemy of invasion 
anywhere, or to drive hostile troops suddenly

The latter should try it against them, and so 
hoist the engineers with their own petard. 
There is one line of communication, with the 
seaboard open, which the pool can- 
not control Across Lake Michigan, 
at Grand Haven, the cars of the 
Grand Trunk are waiting for freight. This 
terminus cannot be reached by rail from Chi- 
cago, under present arrangements, but it can 
be by water. Our harbor aiid river are open 
now, and probably will be for some time to 
come. When they are closed by ice, vessels 
can still be sent from Milwaukee, where the 
season of navigation is always longer than 
here. On the other shore, the Grand Haven 
harbor is said to be accessible the whole win- 
ter through. The vessels needed are lying 
unemployed at our wharves to-day. Up to 
the last day in winter, and on the first 
day in spring, when a schooner can 
break through the ice, our merchants 
should ship their seaboard freight in this way. 
Navigation will be impossible only for about 
ten weeks; at the outside. During that time 
it might be better to store the grain and flour 
as far as ible, in order to teach the con- 
spirators folly of their ways. 

Until Thursday it was actually cheaper to 
send flour to New York from Milwaukee than 
fiom Chicago. This was an outrage,—an at- 
tempt to steal from us. Now the managers 
pretend that they have ceased to discrimi- 
nate. It isonly a pretense. They now charge 


more than four times as much from Cuba as 
we sell to Cuba, whereas without the Spanish 
discrimination against us we would probably 
sell to Cuba fully as much as we buy. 

There is only one pretext on which the 
United States could reasonably ask the co- 
operation of other nations in an intervention 
in Cuban affairs, and that is on the ground of 
common humanity,—for the express purpose 
of assuring the emancipation of the slaves, 
and to bring to an end the cruelties of a war 
which otherwise seems to forecast eternal 
strife or extermination. But even on this 
ground any action that comes from the 
United States had better be independent, so 
that there may be not even the appearance of 
abandoning the Mewnroz doctrine, though we 
might join with other Powers when the prop- 
osition comes from them. If there is to be 
any intervention, however, it should be on 
the broadest international and commercial 
gtounds, in which independent action on our 
part will lead toa complete assertion of all 
our future rights.

It is time for America to recognize her 
poet, philosopher, and prophet, who. sits in 
genial serenity in the wooden house at Con- 
cord, who, like Acass1z, has uo time to make 
money, and who is the disti 
and so the distinctive creator of his country, 
and in some respects of his time. He is a 
poet, though he sometimes follows Brown- 
tos rule of disregarding form for the sake 
of thought to such an extent that the 
weighty idea breaks the sentences framed to 
hold it into almost incomprehensible frag- 
ments. Yet there is no purer rhythm even 
in Swinsuenn’s salacious stanzas than in that 
famous quatrain which begins a famous es- 
say: 
6 canst not wave thy staf in air, 

Or dip thy paddle in the lake, 


But it carves the bow of beauty there, 
And the rippke in rhyme the oar forsake, 


He is a philosopher, though the sect which 
has for its creed There is but one God, 
the Unknown with a big U, and Hxnsxar 
Spencer is its prophet,” may sneer at the 
philosophic claims of the man who has never 
composed a system of thought, but leaves 
the reader to build it up for himself from the 
materials so lavishly furnished. He is a 
prophet of immortality, of the good, the 
beautiful, the rhythmical, the true, the 
golden age, though he speaks only by 
the right diwine of self-inspiration. His 
prose style has been almost perfect. 
The clear-cut sentences have been like the 
famous clipper-ships that once sailed between 
New York and Shanghai,—American-made, 
faultless in form, freighted with the richest 
of cargoes. Few of the so-called masters of 
style can satisfy the reader who turns from 
Exrrson’s pages to theirs. He notes a dif- 
fusiveness, an inaccurate ase of words, an af. 
fectation, which find no place among the par- 
agraphs of the Sage of Concord. Unfortu- 
nately, the latter’s last volume, published a 
few days ago,—‘‘ Letters and Social Aims,”—is 
markedly inferior, in form, not substance, 
to his earlier works. There are breaks and 
dashes, clauses tacked on to clauses, repeti- 
tions of words and phrases. The book seems 
like a bit of hurried workmanship. Gods 
and philosophers lower themselves by hurry- 
ing, even for an instant. There is nothing 
majestic about a man who runs. 

Emerson has written the Bible of the 
heathen. The man who revolts from the 
creed of his childhood is unfortunately apt to 
embrace its Bible in the number of his cast- 
down idols. Associated in his mind with one 
particular form of faith, it falls with that. He 
no longer appreciates the beauty, the grand- 
eur, the suggestivetiess, which have made 
the Bible a text-book for thousands of men 
and women who disbelieved everything com- 
monly deduced from its contents. It lies un- 
opened on his shelves, and Wuirxrretp’s 
sonorous sentence: I could write damna- 
tion in the dust that covers your 
Bibles,” strikes him as merely a bit of ingen- 
ious rhetoric. He must draw hig strength 
in sorrow, his comfort in time of distress, 
from some other source. Strength and com- 
fort are garnered up for him in Exzrson’s 
essays. The heathen reads them as the 
Christian reads the Scriptures, and the differ- 
ence in the good done by the two is one of 
degree, not kind. Both books lift their dis- 
ciples into a purer atmosphere. Both help 
them to lead better lives. Both teach rever- 
ence for humanity, under all its uncouth dis- 
guises. The one is the Bible of the Chris- 
tian, the other the Bible of the heathen. In 
this fact lies the chief worth of Emxnson’s 
work and writing.

THE CUBAN QUESTION. 

It seems to be admitted that there is some 
foundation for the recent Herald dispatch 
from Vienna to the effect that the United 
States Government has been in communica- 
tion with European Governments relative to 
a combined intervention between Spain and 
the native Cubans now in revolt. To the 
extent that this report is correct, we think 
that a serious diplomatic error has been 
made. The Cuban question is one of those 
matters which the traditions of our Govern- 
ment, which were formulated in Mr. Mox- 
non s message, and since known as the Mon- 
non doctrine,” require should be settled by 
the American Government for itself. Any 
proposition to European Governments which 
contemplates an infringement of this policy 
isan abandonment of it on the part of the Gov- 
ernment, and leaves the United States at a dis- 
advantage in any future effort to enforce ro- 
spect for it. 

The logic of the proposed Cuban interven- 
tion is clearly as follows: It is a question 
that affects the United States Government al- 
most exclusively, and certainly no other Gov- 
eraments than those which have now a rec- 
ognized foothold on the American Continent, 
—Great Britain, Mexico, South America, and 
Central American Republics. It is doubtful 
even whether the first named can have any 
claim to consideration in any disposition 
which our own interests, and the considera- 
tion of international justice, may lead us to 
make of the question. The United States 
Government would never dream of interfer- 
ing with Great Britain or Russia in any set- 
tlement either should undertake to make of 
the Turkey question ; and the same reasons 
which would render such an interference 
impertinent place European interference 
in the Cuban controversy out of the 
question. Either it is proper and politic for 
the United States Government to intervene 
between Spain and Cuba on account of the 
demonstrated incapacity of the former to 
maintain in Cuba the sovereignty it asserts, 
or such intervention is not proper or politic. 
Bat in either case the United States Govern- 
ment must decide for itself. If our rights 
and interests suggest such an intervention,

CASTS AND STATUETTES. 
. 

In resuming the subject of the materials bes: 
fitted for casts and reproductions of sculptured 
works, it will be useful to recall the qualities de- 
sirable in such materials. To answer their pur- 
poses most fully and widely, they ought to be 
easily worked, free from sbrinkage, strong and 
enduring, of even, fine texture, of uniform, 
pleasing, ingrained colors,—the better if variable 
at will,—aod not exponsive. 

Marble and bronze are too expénaive to come 
into popular use. Pariau and the various forms 
of porcelain ware shrink so much in baking 


| that they cannot be depended upon for accurate 


reproductions of original works, por is it pos- 
sible to put works of au considerable size into 
eitber parian or porcelain excepting at very 
great expense. 

Pisster of Paris, thongh admirable in many 
respects, is a weak and transitory material, and 
the inherent color an invariable snow-white, 
only to be softened by the application of paint 
to the surface. Being, however, the choapest 
and most easily worked of all materials, aud fur- 
nisbing perfectly correct copies, it is certain to 
hold its owu for many uses. 

TERRA-COTTA 
is the principal substaace that remains. It has 
been shown in a former article how thoroughly 
it possesses certain of the requisite properties — 
that it is very strong, is worked with the greatest 
facilitv, and is as nearly as possible absolutely 
indestractible. Let us now examine farther its 
moeriie as regards liability to sbrinzage, quality 
of color, and cost. All substances manufactured 
through t be agency of great h either to ro- 
dace them to a fluid, molten condiyon, as in the 
case of iron, bronze, aod other metallic oast- 
ings, or to harden them from à soft state 
to a solid one, as in Parian, porcelain or terra- 
cotta, sbrink more or less in the process. For 
this rea- on, as is well known, al! pattern-makers 
for foundries ase a rule lcoger than an ordinary 
carpenter's rule by about one-sighth of an inch 
in a foot, so that all the dimensions of the mod- 
el exceed in that proportion the size intended 
for the finished work. The bronze used 
for statues shrinks about the same as 
cast irom, not far from one one-hundredth of 
the linear dimensions. Terra-cotta, being sim- 


‘ply moistened clay pressed in a plastic condition 


into molds, sbrioks uatutrs ly ia s much greater 
degree, but through the precautions ado ted by 
the mauufacturers this diminution of size 
is very much reduced. The cas:s are made

AS TO THE QUESTION OF COST. 

Terra-cotta has been here:ofore so little used 
in this country for statuary that standard 
prices for it cau hardly be said to have been es- 
tablished. From the expenses of the prepara- 
tion of materials and of firim¢e it must alwavs 
more than plascer, but for 
uses where there is exposure to climate or vio- 
leuce there is no comparison in value, plaster 
being extremely fracile, and absolutely worth- 
less ont of doors. In Cbicago a plaster stat- 
nette of the Venus of Mi'o, 380-mch size, counts 
from $6 to $12, and aterra cotta copy of the 
same thing costs $20. The price of Rogers’ 
new statuette of Gen. Wasbiagton fe 815. The 
game thing could be put into terra-cotta, iu 
quantity, at about $20. 

But a comparieon of this sort is not fair or 
uacful, because the uses auswered by plaster 
aud terra-cotta are totally distinct. Terra-cotta 
is what ao artist would call a real“ material, 
—that is, it is an enduring substance, homo- 
geneous throughout. neediag no painting or 
coloring on the surface, while plaster of Paris, 
though furnisbiug the best possible material 
for procuring accurate covies at little expense, 
bas no attrioute of permanency or sirength, 

In foreign countries terra-cotta has deen 
widely used for full-eize statues out of doors, 
but it has deen little used here. On the front

The only condition necessary [for an artist) is 
that which Govthe indicated: “ Fill vour mind 


and beat, bowever large, with the ideas and 


sentiments of your age, and the work will 
foliow.” 

The end of a work of art is to manifest soms 
essential or salient character, conse juently sone 
important idea, clearer and more com letely 
than is obtaivabie from real objects. Art ac- 
complishes this end by employing a gioup of 
conuected parts, the relationships of whch it 
systematically modifies. In the three imitative 
arts of sculpture, painting, and poetry, these 
groups correspond to real objects. 

Now, an artist com oses mostly in order to ob- 
tain appreciation aud applause. This is his rul- 
ing passion. 

At the present time, after so many centuries 
and such devastation, it is estimated that more 
than 60,000 sta:ues have been discovered at Rome 
aod io its surrounding Campagna. 

Having investigated the na:ute of the work of 
art, there now remains a study of the law of its 
production. This law, in general terms, may be 
thus expressed: A work of art is determined by 
au aggregate, which is the general state of the 
mind and surrounding circumstances. 

Besides, I say with all humility, that, as to 
precepts, we have as yet found but two,—the 
first is tobe born a genius, an affair of your 
parents and not mine; and the second implies 
much labor in order to master art, which like- 
wise does not depend ou me, but on yourselves. 

There is one gift indispensable to all artists; 
no etugy, no degree of patience, supplies its 
piace; if it is wanting in them they are nothing 
but copviste and meohanics. In confronting 
objects the artist must expérience original sen- 
gat on; the character of an object strikes him, 
and the effect of this sensation isa strong, pecu- 
harim:ression. lo other words, when a man is 
bora with talent, bis perception. —or at least a 
certain class of percertions—are delicate and 
quick; he naturally seizes and distinguishes, 
wito a sure and watchful tact, relationsbine and

A BOSTON EXHIBITION.

The elder, who seems 
about Tor , site carelessly in a chair; the young er 
presses close to her ina vory shy, childish attitude. 
As usual with Mr. Porter infants, they are gotten 
up Lke young Princesses—ths dark „ in Ul ck 
velvet em! roidered, and red stockings and ribbous, 
the little one in blue silk and white lace. They are 
clutchiug iu their plump hinds, and have scattered all 
abont the floor, the finest of hot-house rosevuds at 6 
sbiliing apiece. The veivet ont lace are beautifully 
p'inted, and the pear y tints in thé complexion of the 
little blonde most charminzly g@ndserei, The expres- 
sion of both chi dren is lovely, aud they appear v 
prettily uncons ‘ious of the expensiveness by w 
they are surrounded. 

Ciose along ide of this showy piece hangs a modest, 
but to my mind delightful, portrait of Mrs. 

Tue 
likeness is perfect, the attitude—it is 
a prodle—the perfection of pensive, uncon- 
scious grace, Justice is done to the wonderful hair, 
which gives, and of course must give, the key-note of 
coler to the pictuers; ant, alt gether, there is a sweet- 
ness blended with confidence, and a simple style about 
the wurk, which makes one respect the young artist 
very much, and hope good tuings of her. 

The peopl» who resent the subdued reflection of 
Hunte manner which certainly appears in Mus 
Boott’s portrait, cannot be ple sed with the Daveneck 
which hungs ne ir it, but which interests me amazing- 


ly. It u the picture of a homely girl in 
an ugly green at, but 0 thoroughiy send 
exceedingly alive thit one is frightened to 
have called her plain. And hers is no 


plainness. There is refinement in every one 
of the wunelassic lines—in the pale comp’ex- 
ion, with a faint blue @ut under the eyes—wonder, 
fully pamted—ind the odd little mouth, She is every 
inch a lady, and sue is full of char.cter. When sne 
speaks—wiich she will presently—she will say P#ome- 
thing which you will remember. The thing is quaint 
from its absolute truthfulness, and I call it admirable 
for the same reason. There is another rather marked 
portrait of alady, by Wright. with good -flesh and 
pleuty of it, and a good lace jacket, if the lace be real, 
Also, there are two of those “simple studies’ over 
which wathetic Boston weeps happy tears. Th one is 
a broad expanse of pea-green wall (why pea gre u 7), 
across which straggies the bough of a grape-vine with 
a simple cluster of shriveled grapes half hidden by a 
dry leaf, and so overlooked by the pi ker“, The grapes 
are very weil, and breathe the last breath of the dy 
year, and all that, The motto of the picture should 
from Guy Fawkes:

History of the National Flag of 
the United States. 


«om Glory” Born on the 2d of 


January, 1776, Just One Hun- 
dred Years Ago To-Day. 


“Ob ! Say, Can You See, by the Dawn’s Early 
Light, What 80 Proudly We Hailed | 
‘ at the Twilight's Last 
Gleaming ?”

The year 1776 not only lietened to the Deciara- 
tion of Independence, announcing the birth of 
a nation, but it also witnessed thé first unfold- 
ing of the flag which has become the symbol of 


mighty power, the pride of many million 


souls, end which will float as long as the prin- 


ciples of that Declaration dwell in the hearts of 


men. But the flag came before the Declaration. 


‘There must be some sturdy fighting done before 


such bold words are ‘spoken, and men cannot 
fight without a flag. and so 

ol GLORY” 
was born on the 2d of January, 1776, just one 
hundred years ago. 

The idea of a union flag,” as it was 
called, had long been familiar to the Ameri- 
can colonists. The flags in use throughout 
the Provinces before the Revolution were chiefly 
those of England, and, thongh theré were many 
other devices, they were nearly always coupled 
with some feature of the British colors. The old 


English flag had been the red cross of St. George 


on a white field, but in 1606 King James I. com- 
bined with it the white cross of St. Andrew on a 
bine field, becanse England and Scotland had 
then become united in one Kingdom. In 1707 
the color of this flag was changed to crimson, 
and the crosses, which had before filled the whole 
banner, were now confined to the upper corner. 
This was the famous meteor flag of England, 
‘which took its present form in 1801, when the 


- erdes of. St. Patrick was added to theether two. 


The cross of St. George was thefbanner which led 
the English adventurers to their first conquest 
in America, and doubtlessly waved over the 
Puritans when, on that bleak December day, 
they knelt on the “stern and rock-bound coast,” 


at Plymouth. , it reminded them of the old coun- 


try which they still loved, and of the many dear 
ones whom they had left bebind. 
Bat the detestation of ‘‘Popery” was so strong 


and unconquerable : among the Puritaha that they 


abhorred everything which reminded them of it, 
and many were found who 
DISLIKED THE CROSS IN THE BANNER 

because it had been given to England by a Pope. 
This feeling gradually increased till, in 1634, Mr. 
Endicott tore out part of the cross from the 
flag, then flying at Salem. This was thought 
‘by some to mean treason, but at the trial it 
appeared that Endicott was moved only by a be- 
lief that it was idolatrous to let the cross remain. 
‘lwo months later the ministers of Ipswich met 
in Boston, to see if it was right to keep the cross 
im the banner. ‘They failed to agree, and the 
subject. was referred to the General Court. 
Meanwhile, the military officers ordered all de- 
signs to be laid aside. In December, 1635, it 


was ordered that all the colors should have the 


‘King’s arms instead of the crosses, and this new 
Hag was raised over the fort in Boston harbor. 
But this unsettled state of affairs had made 
much trouble in the fort. While the Colony was 
without colors, the castle looked like a deserted 


fortress, aod, after the new een was adopted. 
English sailors complained that 


the bople 
were tiaitors and rebels—not fiving the King’s 
colors. So, being fearful of disp . the 
English Government, the Colonjsts allowed 
the regular standard to float over the castle, but 
nowhere else in the province. Dutch visitors to 
Boston as late as 1680 noticed that the flags con- 
tained no crosses, ile the pine tree was a 
favorite device. The red cross of St. George, 

however, gradually worked its way back into 
favor ath in 1707, the union flag created by 
James I., in 1606, was ordered by Parliament for 
general use in all the Colonies. 

These bigh-handed dealings with the flag tell 
us how early the American Colonists began to 
show 

a THAT SPIRIT OF INDEPENDENCE 

which finally made them aseparate nation. As 
the exciting times drew near, the growiog 
spirit was again manifested in the same way. 
The ten years preceding the outbreak of the 
‘Revolution saw an abundant variety of devices 
and mottoes on the flags, all speaking of the 
feelings which were moving the popalar heart. 
Tbe formed bands, called Sons of Liberty; and 
liberty- poles were raised throughout the Col- 
onies Many of the flags showed the old loyal- 
ty while demanding their rights, and bore such 
mottoes &s To His Most Gracious Majesty 
George III., Mr. Pitt, and Liberty.” George 
Rex and the Liberties of America,” Others, 
2 were bolder, bearing only * Liberty,” 
or Liberty and Prosperity,” or ‘Liberty and 
Union.“ In January, 1775, the sleds which 
brought wood to Boston carried small union 
flags; everywhere a vague desire for liberty 
filled men's hearts, and spoke from the folds of 
their banners. 
During the first months of the war 
EACH STATE HAD ITS OWN FLAG. 
The banner of Connecticut contained the arms 
of the State and the motto, in golden letters. 
Gui transtulit sustinet—** | God, who transported 
us hither, will support us. ” The motto of Massa- 
chusetts was Au Appeal to Heaven.” Her 
flag was white, bearing the motto and a green 
ine-tree. South Carolina had an ensign of 
lue with a white crescent, made by order of Col. 
Moultrie. It was the flag which, three years 
later, called forth the heroism of Sergt. Jasper. 
During the bombardment of Fort Suil:van by the 
the cres- 
cent flag was shot away, and fell outside the fort. 
Bergt. Jasper g over the parapet, walked 
the whole length of the fort in the midst ofa 
terrible storm of shot and shell, recovered tbe 
flag, and, in sight of the whole fleet, planted 
it again on the tamparts. At the battle 
Lexington the Americans probably carried no 
flag, and it is doubtful if a7 | had any at Bunker 
Hill. Some poetry | of that time speaks of the 
„ waving streamers,” aod it is also said that our 
troops carried; a red flag bearing the words 
„Come if vou dare.” But the accounts of the 
‘battle, published at the time, do not mention 
any American flag, and old pictures of the con- 
Net do not show any.

Inthe autumn o the armed brig 
Reprisal, carrying Franklin to the French Court, 
first displayed the Continental colors to the cur# 
ous eyes of the European world; while in July 
of the same year the brig Andrea Doria had been 
the first to draw a salute from à for- 
eign power for thé new flag. The Dutch 
Governor in the therbor of St. Eustatia 
returned the Doria’s salute, afd was remove 
from office for his indiscretion. It is said- that, 
after the capture of New York by the British, an 
American privateer was taken whose flag had 
only twelve stripes, because ve | had lost a prov- 
ince. 

Wnen the Declaration of Independence was 
proclaimed from the State-House at Philadel- 

hia, the King’s Arms weré taken down and 
— So the last semblance of allegiance to 
England was destroyed, and of ¢oursé the King’s 
colors could not loog remain in the American 
flag. Eusigus of various devices are described 
as in use during the land-battlés of this period, 
while the grand union flag was the official 
banner. — 

On the 14th of June, 1777, Congress voted 
that the Américan flag should be “ thirteen 
stripes, alternate red and white, that the 
union be thitteen stars, white in a dlue 
feld, representing a new constellation.”

for nearly a year. The origin of the stars in 
our baer is as obscure as that of the stripes. 
Some think they were taken, as was.gaid of the | 
stripes, from Washington's coat-of-@rms, which, 
curious enough, contains both stars znd stripes. 
But, if this were so, Washington wou!d probably 
have referred to it in some way, which he seems 
never to have done. Others think it was intend- 
efi to represent the constellation * Lyra,” which 
contains just thirteen etars, and is the symbol 
of barmouy and unity, This, however, cannot be 
as Congress expressly says, representing 
a new constellation.” ‘ Doubtless the stars 
were chosen because they were of all devices 
the most appropriate to express the truth and 
character of the new Republic.

In connection with the colors ot our flag. it is 
interesting to learn that the little robe in which 
Washington was baptized—now in the posses- 
sion of Mrs. Lewis, of Woodlawn, Va.—is made 
of white sik, lined with crimson silk, and trim- 
med with bine ribbons. 

The newly-invented banner did not at once 
come into universal use, as we find Capt.\Rich- 
ards, as late as the middle of October, 1776, ask- 
ing the Pennsylvania Council what colors should 
be used by the fleet.

ON THE FIRST INDEPENDENCE-DAY

In February, 1775, John 
Paul Jones, in thé Ranger, convoyed some

Tue first mili- 
tary glory to gather around the new ensigu was 
at the British attack on Fort Schuyler, on Aug. 
2. 1777. When the enemy appeared the gar- 
rison had no colors, but the soldiers at once tore 
up their shirts for the stripes and stars, while 
the blue ground was made from a cloak taken 
from the enemy at Peekskill. Under their 
roughly-made ensign the little garrison won 
their victory.

THE COMING REVIVAL. 
PLAIN WORDS BY A PLAIN MAN. 
fo the Eattor of The Chicayo Tridune : 
Cutcaco, Dee. 30.—Se much is said and writ- 
ten in sermons anid prayer-meetings, and pa- 
‘pers, and everywhere, about a coming revival, 
that it seems the subject must be getting stale 
before the revival is bere. Some of what has 
been ssid and written was sensible, and much 
otherwise. Some look for it from above, and 
many expect it to come from the East. All 
agree that it is very needful and desirable, and 
in this I heartily concar, provided that it will be 
a revival more true sad genuine thai any 1 have 
ever seen yet in this country.—a revival that 
will pull the Church out of tae world, and throw 
the world out of the Church. Anything short of 
this will not pay for the trouble, cost, time, and 
excitement of such seasons. 
I should very much like to explain this idea if 
I could onty get it printed. But it is the hardest 
thing for an unlearned man to get his thoughts 
into a paper. He has not the tact to couch his 
language in smooth and yet plain and simple 
words ; be must give to things their right pames, 
as the Bible does, and this may sound 
coarse and vuigar im the ears of the educated 
and so-called refine’, aud the editor—like many 
public teachers—is afraid that this class of read- 
ers may be hurt. I read as complaint of this 
kind not long ago in a religious paper, and the 


writer pleaded by everything that was good and 


rizht to the editor to print bis communication 
for the public, holding himself alone responsi- 
ble. Abd so would IJ. When [ sign my name in 
full below my writing, I cannot see that the edi- 
tor or printer cam be at all to blache for tho 
meanest language I use, provided that no one is 
personally abused or slandered. So, then, I pray 
the editor to print the following: 

Most of what bas been said about this ex- 

ted revival has come from learned sources. 

t the simple man have achance to say bis say, 
too, forouce. What if some over-sensitive oues 
shudder at the reading afit? Iknow that there 
are hundreds, aud it may be thousands, of your 
readers who love piain talk, aod can understand 
and profit by it & good deal better 
than by the elaborate productions of the learned. 
Dy pulling the Church out of the worid, and 
throwing the world out af the Church, as the firat 
and most necessary condition toa true and geuu- 
ine revival, I mean, iu the firs: piace, that Chis- 
tians according to their calling avd profession 
shall, in deea and in truth, come out of ihe world. 
„Le are not of the world, even as I am not of 
the world. 1 have called Ae out of the world,” 
ways their Lord. Called to be saints,” says 
Paul. 

I mean that they ball bécomo at once as they 

rofess to be, a peruliar people.“ which meant, 
F think, a people different from all other people, 
a bolr people, a royal priesthood in the sight 
of the world as well as before God. When tney 
now begin to pray aed talk of humiliation and 
confession, and sorrow and repentance, all 
about themselves, 1 want to see and I 
wan the world to gee in their bearing, 
and dress, and deeds, that they truly are hu- 
milated; that they made a sincere confession of 
their coldness aod woridliness, and that they re- 
ally do ropent by visibly renouncing the world, 
its fasbions and vamties. and secret societies 
and wuridly associations; that they break loose 
from tbeir coutormity to the world, and shake 
off the bondage of fashion and lust. If Christ 
is now to be their Lord and their all by a new 
consecration, let them show it,—prove it in 
throwing off all that is worldly, even in the least 
things, yea, even sosmall a thing as a little be- 
witching mustache, which is a little thing in- 
deed in itself, but it will act as a signboard ia 
frontof asaloon. It 3 of the spirits that 
there are —— ge „ worlduness, vanity, 
etx. Tuis sigoboard is also a small ‘thing, but 
it will never appear alone; there are bottles in 
the windous, and jugs, and labels of the spirits 
that are iu it. But when the ucconverted point 
at the little curls and say: He may well talk to 
me of coming to Jesus, and loving Jesus, 
and folicwing Jesua, While ho himself 
follows the world,” ct., then it becomes 
a matter of unpnralleled magnitude, the conse- 
guences of which may be fearfuland everlast- 
ing. Let this be earnestiy considered. Do not 
saloon end theatre frequonters, gambiers and 
loafers, cut-throats and burglars, and dandies of 
the first and all clesses, weartiiem? But that 
hurts nobody. Let them, they are of the world, 
and conform to it. They are at least therein 
consisteut. f 

It may be said that some of our most respect- 
ed citizens, and even some ministers of tho Gos- 
pel, wear them. Tine; but does any one re- 
spect them the more for tbat? I am acquainted 
with some very respectable citizens, for whom I 
not only have a high regard, but love them as 
Christian brethren. But I do not respect and 
love them a bit the more because they show 
these little signboards. No. I am sure if they 
should cut them eff before next Sunday I couid 
respect and love them a good deal more; and so 
would you, reader, whether you are Christians or 
ro‘, for consistency’s rakep That some miuisters 
flourish them. shows that the same spirits dwell 
in them as spoken of above—worldiiness in- 
stead of heaveuly-mindednees; pride, instead 
of humility ; ambition, end all that is contrary 
to meekness and simplicity. It shows that they 
try to serve and please the God of this worid 
instead of the Lord of. heaven ; aod this is cer- 
tainly one of the causes, if vot all, why their 
ministry is of so little effect for the salvation of 
perishiog sinners, They follow not Jesus, even 
afar off, and how can they exhort sinners to flee 
from the wrath to come ? They dare not do it; 
and if they did the thing would not work right; 
there is a covtradiction in words and actions. 

Bot alas, those mustache-carriers stand not 
alone in this respect. By the way, if I were a 
minister, I would be eshamed to cali on un- 
learned, traveling evasgelists—good men as 
they are—to come and belp me to preach the 
Gospel to my ople, so that they might 
be converted. fore 1 would sign such a 
call I would see, by the grace of God, 
if I could not bumble myself with the 
worms in the dust, and lay hoid on the sure 
promises of my Lord who bad sent me, who

SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON. 
JAN, 2, 1876. 


I. Samuel, v., 1 to 23.—Jehovah was the source 
of all authority and power. He always had men 
of ability, whom He iospired, i. e., men to 
whom He sent His will aud orders, giving them 
inclination and ability to publish them to the 
people, especially to His peculiar people, tne Is- 
raclites. He was King of Kings. He had a 
purpose and plan, which He inteaded to executo 
by these inspired mea. Now Bamdel was one of 
these inspired men. God talked with him, i. e., 
God impressed upon his mind what He wished 
him to say sod do. When be was a very young 
child God talked,with him and told him some 
things, which no! even the leading men of the 
day knew anything about. He always obeyed 
the Great Commander, who seems to have had 
the greatest confidence in him. Truthfuloess 
and faithfulness always command respect aod 
confidence. 

Saal was not known very much until he went 
to inquire of Samuel, the Seer, if he d tell 
bim where his father’s asses were. At this time 
God authorized Samuel to anoint him as the 
teacher of His people. Israel. In all the army 
there was no goodlier man than he. He was 12 
inches, or more, taller thau any one of the peo- 
ple. His commanding person, bis prepossessing 
appearauce, and his conspicuous military genius 
secured for him the admuazion and entbusiasin 
of nen ly the entire people. He bad an army of 
over 200,000 men. This, then, was the right 
time to confirm bis appointment as King. 


Samuel invited the army aod 


people to Gilgal, where tne confirmation 
was made with creat solemnity and pomp. Saul 
was now firmiy seated on his tnrone as the first 
King of Israel. For some years Saul had been 
successfully fighting his restiess neighbors. He 
had a rare body of soldiers, aud had been left to 
act at his own diseretion, as if he was not re- 
sponsible to the King of Kings, aud need not iu- 
quite ot Him through His prophet Samuel. But 
now God had a special dut; for him to perform, 
aud laid upon him certain ofiicial duties. Saul 
must have been conscious that in former days 
he had not obeved the Great Commander, and 
he must have felt that now he had a chance of 
retrieving his character. 

God told Samuel that the inquity of tho 
Amalekites was so great that the time was fully 
come when the old sentence passed 500 
years ago must be executed. They must bo 
utterly exterminated. “You remember how 
they annoyed your forefathers, as they were 
coming out of Egvpt. They met them on th 
way, emote the feeble and the weary, and that 1 
then promised that when vou Israelites had cou“ 
queted all your enemies in the land which had 
been given you as an ioberitance, then you 
should blot out the remembrance of Amalek” 
from under heaven. Lou shall not forget it. 
So it seems God did not forget it if they did. 

These Amaleki:es were a powerless tribe, 
living south of Canaan, and near the Philistines. 
They were old and eruel enemies of Israel. They 
bad been a nomadic race, plundering and pillag- 
ing as they had opportunity, as do the Bedouin 
Arabs of tbe present day. The public interest 
required, and the King of Heaven decreed, that 
they should be destroyed. 

Saul was charged with the execution of this 
decree. His commission, as delivered to him by 
Samuel, was expressed in the most absolute 
terms. He must not spare anything that had 
breath. He had no discretionary power, as he 
had bad for several yeas. God had found 
Saul to be disobedient, so that now He seems 
to be resolved to put him ander strict orders, 
Therefore the King of Kings issued this order: 
*‘Smite the Amalekites aud utterly destroy all 
they have and spare them not, but slay map, 
woman, infant, ox, aes, sheep and camel.” This 
command is definite aod imperative. One would 
suppose that Saul bad no room for varying an 
iota from the complete execution of it. Still. 
Saul did repeat his wonted sin of disobeying 
God, to whom he was under so many vers great 
obligations. 

Saul called upon the people to assemble and 
he would form them into a grand army under 
the King of Kiner, and would at ouce lead 
them to a gidrious victory, and utterly de- 
siroy their old, cruel, and relentless enemy, 
Saul did not forget the old friends of his fore- 
fathérs, the Ken:tes, who were very kiod to the 
children of Israel, when they came out of Egypt. 
So he said to them, * Leave the An ites, lest 
I destroy you with them. With his usual alac- 
rity, Saul led bis army into the country of the 
malekites, waited in the valley, made a good 
dis;dsition of his forces, seized the strong- 
holds, attacked the enemy and routed them, 
took Agag alive, and utterly destroyed all the

sheep, whose noise he heard. had been reserved 
for @ liberal sacr.fice of thanksgiving to God. 
Samuel rebuked him for his shuffliug and lying 
spirit; that the destination of the spoil to the 
altar was a flimsy pretense; that he was a gross 
decsiver attempting to conceal his ambition ua- 
der the cloak of religious zeal. Then Saul 
changed the ground of his defense by saying, 
1 feared the people and was compeliedsto 
listen to them.” This was asaother lie. fis 
sins had driven him to extremities. We learn 
from this history of Saul that he persisted iu 
dieobeying God. who had raised him trom a very 
humble position. So he did not answer God's 
purposes. He had mavy execsilens traits of 
character as a military leader. But he was iu 
want of moral principle. He persisted in teil- 
ing lies and in expressing gross ingratitude. 
He needed one thing of the greatest importance 
in God's government, or any other, viz.: com- 
plete obedience. Saul forgot the source of his 
elevation, He attributed his success to 
nis Own prowess and skill. Samuel 

minds him of the command given him 
that he had not regarded. Saul lies 
about what he had done. He was prompt 
in action, but did not obey. He was, by Divine 
appointment, commander of the grand army of 
the Jordan. He was a disciplinarian of the first 
class, and could lead his army where and when 

o pleased. How weak and mean for him to 

row the sin of disobeying the King of Kings 
upon the people, who were completely under his 
power! so that he was responsible for what his 
soldiers did. What a falsehood, what a mean- 
nessa, to even hint that the people, or the army 
had anything to do with the stealing! He could 
lead them in a hard fight against the Amaiekite, 
but be could not restrain them from stealing and 
piliagiog ! He boasting!y reported. I destroyed 
the Amalekites. And then be adds another lie 
to all his other falsehoods. He confesses at last. 
to Samuel, that he had not oxecdsed the orders 
of Heaven. I have sinned and transgressed 
the commandment,” but be adds apologies for 
his sodoing. He wished to atone for his sins. 
So he made a show of his spoils by way of a sac- 
rifice, which he iutended to be an equivalent for 
obedience. He had forgotten that a sacrifice 
can never be an equivalent for implicit 
obedience, which is always in the miud 
of the King of Kings infisitely better than burnt 
offerings. So his sacrifice of fat sheep and oren 
could not be substituted for obedieuce. If his 
sub-officers did wot obey his orders, 
the substitute was to put in bet- 
ter men, who would be more 
obedient, who would execute his orders at once 
and in every minute particular; men on whom 
he could implicitly depend, men who were not 
afraid of the soldiers under their command. 80 
God thought that Saul was not worthy of His 
confidence. He had tried him, and found him 
totally wanting in those qualities of mannood 
that could recommend him as the Captain of the 
army of Israel. He was disobedient, mean, dis- 
bonest, dishonorabls, aud untrustworthy. He 
was a liar, a rebel, a ueurper, and a murderer. 

Hie Great Commander impeached him. Sam- 
uel felt compelled to investigate aud present the 
case in ite true light. Saul tried to defend him- 
self. The more be said in his own behalf the 
more hopeless his case appeared. Even his plea 
of inoocence demonstra:ed his deep guilt. 

The Chief Justice of High Heaven decreed 
that King Saul had repeatediy disobeyed Him; 
had repestediy uttered falsehoods, was entirely 
unworthy the coatidence of Heaven, or even of 
mankiod, aud therefore that he had forfeited 
Jus throne. "A.

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THE PRUSSIAN PROTESTANT CHURCH. 
ITS HISTORY AND NEEDS. 

The Prussian correspondent of the London 
Times writing from Berlia gives the following 
very interesting account of the Protestant 
Church of Prussia aud its needs, particularly iu 
the way of ministers : 

Organic disease is not likely to be cured by dressing 
the patient in a new suit, so we need not wonder that 
the const}tuticonal changes proposed in the Protestant 
Church of Prussia sbould be regarded by public opin- 
ion as but a questionable remedy for the religious de- 
fects of the day. Indeed, it is not the admin:stration 
of. the Churea, but a portion of ths tenets incuicated 
by its chosen representatives whivh is objected to by 
the people; and altho ath it would be entirely beyond 
the prov.ace Of @ political writer to inquire into the 
metaphysical merits of the caso, yet he cannot shut bis 
eyes to the patent fact that the religious yearnings of 
tue German mind in its present stage will not be satis~ 
fied by a mere rearrangementof tue division of power 
in parishes and synods, Still, as the attempt to com- 
pase so lofty an end is made by the highest cons:ituted 
uuthoriues of tee Church, and supported by many 
well-meaning and influential persons, 1; deserves tobe 
chronicied as an interesting, though probably unpro- 
ductive, event of the day. A brief historical retrospect 
Will explain the general bearings of the-question, 

The Protestant Church in Germany, having long re- 
quired the assistance of the military power to derend 
it — the incessant attacks of Germau and foreign 
Catholics, maiuraily one under the influence of the 
sovereign Commanders-in-Chief. The functions of 
summués episcopus Claimed by all German Princes were 
willingly conceded by the Churches of tae various 
States, Being upom the whole judiciously exercised, 
the new ecclesiastical prerogative of the secular rulers, 
even after the existence of the Charch was secured, 
met witha litte opposition on the part of the commu- 
nity, Thus when Constituti Governinent was 
gradually reinstated in the course of the last fifty 
years, the wish of the German Hines to reserve to 
themssives the continued direction ot their respective 
eburches was easily accoded to by the representatives 
of the ple. Only when the political reaction which 
succesded the victory of the constitutional principle 
extended to. the administration of the Church the 
people, to secure the ancient liberal interpretation 
of the dogma, wished for the right to elect those 
appointed to the cure of souls, From that compura- 
tively recent time dates the {db>ral agitatioa for re- 
i g the absolutist ordinances of the Church by 
regular Presbyter Government, In Prussia, Frederick 
William IV., a pious Monarch, who longed to revive 
the dormant capacities of the ecclesiastical institutions 
even before the ciaims of the Liberal Party were point- 
edly expressed, convened a general synod, declaring 
his readiness to transfer to the new spiritual body a 
moiety of his epis opal rights, At the same time, 
dreading the prevalence of the Liberal element in the 
Axssembiy,—an element to him absolutely Pagan,—the 
Royal Reformer would not illow any candidates to be 
elected for seats in the synod except such as were 
‘proved by their parish Rectors. This clause doomed 

he Assembiy, and, in the eyes of the educated clusses, 
made its deliberations a deld letter. Like so many 
other shemes of the late King,—s Sovereign too intel- 
ligent not to wish for reform, yet too Conservative to 
adopt measures in keeping with the spirit of the age. 
the synod of 1846 led to nothing. 

William I., bis brother and successor, initiated in the 
ecclesiastical, uo less than in the political, feld a wide- 
ly diferent policy, Repiscing the ideal but obsolete 
designs of his predecessors by prudent concessions to 
the needs and tendencies of the age, the present occu- 
peut of the throne willingly granted the most indis- 
pensable reforms, and by taking the initiative im all 
necessary Measures gaine i the thanks of the peopie 
for his improvemsats, while Le restricted innovation 
within certam premeditated limite. Having after two 
giorious wars reorganized the political institutions of 
his Kingdon: as well as of ali Germany, he ‘strove to 
coraplete his work by a corresponding change in the 
ecclesiastical ephere. He did so of his own accord 
and without much pressure from the Liberal 
party; for, as since his accession to the throne 
extreme orthodoxy was no longer regarded as 
indispensable in a clergyman, the public int. rest in the 
Church had greatly diminished, and people were in- 
different as to how ecvlesiascical power was dealt out. 
How ver, acting with the practical wisdom which has 
been the characteristic of hie reign throughout, the 
King thought it as weil to effect reform at a time when 
popular clamor had subsid.d, and in September, 18/3,

In the winter of hat year, 
Alonzo began his first work as a school-teacher, 
receiving $13 per month. In 1856, having saved 
the sam of $60 from hws earnings when not em- 
ployed on the farm, he went to Burlington, 
where he entered the University. He remained 
three years and a half, and, during all the time, 
be was more than one year abead of his class. 
He defrayed his expenses during this time by 
teaching. Finding that this school would not 
satisfy bis demand for knowledge, he entered 
the Chicago Un versity in 1860. In 1861, while 
visiting bis home, he eolisted as a private in 
Company F, Ninth Iowa Iuafantry giment. 
When the regiment was organized, he was made 
Orderly Sergeant of his company. He followed 
the trying destinies of that noble regiment 
through tue campaign avainet Price, in Missouri. 
At the battle of Pea Ridge, March 7, 1962, he 
fell, with 238 of his regiment, having been so- 
verely wounded in the righ avkle. He waa dis- 
abled nearly five monibe,and rejoined his regiment 
at Helena, Ark., there to find a Second Lieuteu- 
antes commission awaitiog him. While in ser- 
vice in that campaign, the death of the Captain 
of his company advanced him to the First Lieu- 
tenancy. 

In the assault on Vicksburg, May 22, 1863, the 
Ninth Regiment led the attack of the First Di- 
vision, Fifteenth Armv Corps,—rushing into the 
vory jaws of death. Ihe movement was quick, 
and terribly disastrous. The men went down 
like grain before the reaper; 
mander fell wounded to death, and 
the last color guard were shot, when the call for 
retreat sounded. At this juncture Lieut. Aber- 
nethy found himself in a ravine not 50 feet from 
the Rebel éarthwords, where he lay, under a ter- 
rible Rebel musketry fire, until darkness coy- 
ered his retreat. On the night of the 22d of the 
following Novomber, his regiment reached the 
foot of Lookout Mountain, barely in time to

EILLIONS OF CAPITAL DEVOTED TO IMPROVING IT. 

In reviewing the course of the real estate mar- 
tet for the past year, we are cempelied to dis- 
ent from the prevalent opinion that 1875 has 
n a poor year for the real estate interests of 
Dhieago. It is true that the amount of prop- 
wty which has changed hands is much below the 
ralue of the transfers of each of the two pre- 
ding years. Prices have shrunk, and capital-

After the great fire Chicago’ put more cap- 
ital into building than any other city in 
the world, but the building operations of this 
year show that the mere restoration of those 
losses was not the limit of our development. In 
1874 there wore 757 building permits issued; in 
1575 there were 975 permits given out, for about 
8,900 erections. The frontage of new buildings 
for 1874 was 33,065 feet; for 1875, 55,470 feet ; 
the cost, $5,785,441 in 1874; $9,778,080 in 1875. 
In 1874, 6 miles of new buildings were added 
to Chicago; in 1875, about 103; miles. A city

in the building season, and spends in round num- 
bers $10,000,000 in a year for new houses and 
stores, must be considered prosperous. In view 
of the depression in all the Eastern cities, where 
houses and stores are vacant in such numbers

of overbuilding that was so freely brought 
against Chicago after the great fire, this ex- 
hibit of the year's operations is extraordinary.

NasnvwiLtx, Tenn., Jan 1.—The ficfal fortunes 


of war, while it had the effect of restoring mill- 


ions of human beings from the thralldom of 
slavery to a liberty to go and come as they 
choose, yet it left them in an almost helpless 
state. Theit old habits broken into, the farms 
desolated, and thousands thrown together 
with their myrisd necessities, where before 
they hail meyer known what it was 
to provide for themselves. Thrown upon 
their own resources by the emancipation proc- 
lamation, they found$themselves without either 
means orexperience in the midst of a territory 
which had been ravished by contending armies. 
Their first and only thought was to meet the 
daily wants of themselves and families; it was 
for others to step in and point them and lead them 
toa higher life and 2 greater development of 
their faculties. At this crisis, missionary 
societies of the North undertook the work, es- 
tablished schools, and preached the Gospel to 
them, and endeavored to effect substantial or- 
ganization for their permanent good. These 
schools wok the form of missionary institutions, 
and were supported entirely by their respective 
societies, who had sent out the teachers. One 
of the first of the kind established in Nashville 
was as early a8 in 1863, on Oct. 13. It was con- 
ducted py the Rev. J. G. MoKee, of the United 
Presbyterian Church North. He gularty 
fitted forthe work, possessing much talent and 
a large share of undaunted courage that was not 
to he cast down by the many obstacles met at 
every turn. He was immensely successfal for a 
series of years, and his school only waned in

Fisk School was opened Jan. 9, 1866, under 
the auspices of the American Missionary Asso- 
ciation, of New York, and the Western Freed- 
men’s Aid Commission. The latter Society soon 
made over its interest to the American Mission- 
ary Association, which has fostered it ever since. 
Some Government buildiogs west of the Chatta- 
nooga Depot, then known as the Railrohd Hos- 
pital, were taken possession of by the agents of 
the Society, and used from that time to the 
present as a school-building. 

At the time of the establishment of the 
school, Gen. C. B. Fisk, who was then Chief of 
the Freedmen’s Bureau, took great interest in 
the enterprise, and it was called by his name. 
He bas since contributed largely to its success. 
The school was managed by Prof. Ogden, well 
known in the West, now of Ohio, and, for the 
two years of his Professorship, instructed more 
than 1,200 « Sa 88 g 

In 1867, Gen. O. O. Howard, of the Freed - 
men’s Bureau, dousted the nice little sum of 
$7,000 to the school, thus rendering it advisable 
to incorporate it and appomt a Board of Trua- 
tees. In August, 1867, the school was chartered 
as a University. with a Board of nine Trustees. 
The Academic and Normal Departwents. were 
added scon after. Although it seemed a preten- 
tious name to call so small ao institution a Uni- 
versity, yet the fact was never lost sighs of that 
this was onl the iofant, that was 
intended to grow to vast proportions and come 
into the possession of ita mature powers. The 
determination has been cherished from the be- 
ginning that the operations should be co-exten- 
sive with the mame, sod toward that end the 
officers have steadily worked. 

After the school was chartered, provision was 
made for a boarding department in connection 
with it, into which students might be received, 
in order to be under good home influences.

Owiug to a scar- 
city of funds the parent society, the American 
Missionary Association, seriously contemplated 
the abandonment of the University, as

Cemmissioner Murdick Submits a 
Remedy tor the Eviis mplained 
or 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 


CMO, Jan. 1.—At the solicitation of many 
tax-payers, I am constrained to ask the use of 
your columns to present my views on this qués- 
tion of taxation, which is agitating the public 
mind at this time. Crooked whisky affects but 
few persons in this community in comparison 
with the number interested in State, county, and 


municipal taxation. 


There has been so much written in the way of 
cOmpiaints of the enormity of our taxes and 
personal criticisms on the action of our As- 
sesrors and Town Collectors, without any 
Suggestions for relief. that I am 
constrained to present my name to the 
public in this connection, hoping to be able, 
after stating propositions fairiy, to suggest at 
least a partial remedy which shall be applicable 


to those baving just cause for compiaint. 


The personal property tax for 1875 is now 
due, and the various Town Collectors who are 
authorized to collect the same are preparing 
their batteries for a charge on ail those who do 
not come forward at onee and liquidate their lit- 
tle bills. Since there has been so much 
written on the enormous tax-levy, and 
so much said about the action of 
the State Board of Equalization, and 
in mereasing our taxes 52 per cent, I will first 
call your attention to a comparative statement of 
assessments and tax-levies for 1874 and 1875. 
Before proceeding to said table of comparison, 
that I may not be misunderstood by any, I will 
refer back a few lines to the language, In- 
— our taxes 52 per cent, and say all who 
80 understand the result of the action of the 
State Board are wrong. The addition of 52 per 
dent to the assessment does not result in the 
addifon of 62 per cent to our taxes. 
To Mlastrate: A is assessed $1,000; 80 cents 
on $100 of this amount will prodace $8, which is 
the State tax, 30 cents on $100 being the rate 
fixed to produce a given amoant.
